The reason we cannot dispose 
of our excess production abroad is obvious- -Eur- 
ope has no money and no credit to buy it with. 
Current rates of exchange show that the money 
of other countries has depreciated, as compared 
with our own staple gold and silver dollar, some- 
thing enormous. One hundred dollars worth of

paign for signatures to tie up the 
Wright prohibition enforcement law 
by referendum. 

Volunteer and padd solicitors will 
be put in every county to secure 
from 50,000 to 60,000 names on a 
referendum petition, which must be 
filed by July 27 with 34,434 vatid 
names, 

If the petitions are presented in 
valid form the referendum will be 
voted in November, 1922, the Wright 
law 'thus being held up in operation 
for a year and a half.
